The great Charm being thus broke, the 
Peace was fign'd that very 1 and an 
Hour after, the Queen receiv'd. the News of 
it with a great deal of Joy: and one may ſay, 


that ſhe was almoſt the only Perſon that had a 


Reliſh of this Happineſs in its full Extent. 
The Vexation that a great many particular 
Perſons had, to ſee that all this War had not 
reſcu'd them from what they accounted a real 
Evil, was ſo great, that they could not be 
eotirely pleas'd with the Sweets of Peace 
ranquillity. They had ſuch an impla- 
cable hatred to the Conduct of the Miniſter, 
they treated it with ſo much Odium and Con- 
tempt, that the greateſt Bleſſings could not be 
agreeable ſo long as he was in the way. This 
Averſion of theirs againſt him was like a Cry- 
ſtal that varies its Objects, magnifying all their 
Misfortunes, and diminiſhing all their Advan- 
tages; and his Avarice gave them reaſon to 
believe, that if once he were eſtabliſh'd in his 
former Power, it would become more 'inſup- 
Fend than ever. A great many People 
owe ver had reaſon, as I ſaid before, to pray 
for his Continuance: ſuch as were in Poſts, that 
challeng d Awe as well as Reſpect, could not 
but be better pleas'd with him than with one of 
more Reſolution ; and tis no leſs true, that ſuch 
as theſe were never in good earneſt for baniſh- 
ing him. The lower Rank of People might 
alſo find their Advantage in him ; for when

ſelves neceffary to his Intereſt and Service, he 
gave them ſuch Dignities as were uſed to be 
reſerv'd for old Officers, and for ſuch Perſons 
as either in a Military or Civil Capacity had 
worn themſelves out in the Kings Service.

Armies likewiſe were commanded by Liente- 
nant-Generals, whoin the time of our Anceftors 
were plac'd in the Regiments of Guards to 
teach them the Military Art. He was a proper 
Miniſter likewiſe for the great Lords, bein 
very prodigal in the Diſtribution pf Honours, 
which he gave away with Freedol, becauſe he 
did nat value them fo much as Money : and 
his Enemies too, who always forc'd from him 
whatever they defir'd, had reaſon to be pleas d 
with his Weakneſs and Liberality. But with 
all thefe Qualities, fo 'accommadated to the 
Ambition and other Irregularities of Men's 
Minds, he was hated in the Cabinet; and if 
the People at Court did not eee, pra 
for his Down- fall, at leaſt one may fay that al 
Frenchmen defpis'd him. The Contempt of 
him was indeed become faſhionable ; and this 
Mode, which favour'd more of Folly than'Rea- 
ſon, had got entire Poſſeſſion of them, and de- 

riv'd them of the Moderation that is neceſſa- 
ry in all wife Men tomake a rue fu ent of 
things. No bady was for giving due Praiſe to 
his good Qualities ; his Knowledg and Cle- 
ency, and great Capacity, found never 4 
ongue at that time which durſt ſpeak in their 
Commendation. Nay, his own omeſticks, 
who knew him moſt intimately, uſed to im- 
pute that to his Fear which ſeem'd to proceed 
dem a Principle of Goodneſs in him.

ceſs of the War, from which they expected 


the Deſtruction of the Miniſter, and great Ad- 


vantages to particular Perſons.

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leading Men in the Parliament had, in the late © 
Occurrences, declar'd a Willingneſs to return 

to. their Duty, ſhe, was well enough pleas'd; 


the Queen's Repoſe, and brought freſh Perſe- 
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Paris; the Provinces every where revolted, 
and the Duke of 7remoniHe, the Marquis 
of Eſtiſſac, and many others, aſſembled Forces 
againſt the Service of the King. The Duchels 
of Tremotille, a cunning and ambitious Wo-

This News diſquieted the Miniſter, 
and Monfieur the Prince too; the rather, be- 
cauſe he had promis d for the Family of Tre- 
mouille, that had the Honour to be related to 
him; and that he might not be thought a Per- 
ſon eaſy to be pos upon in ſuch an Affair, 
he produc'd a Letter in Council he had receiv d 
from the Prince of Tarentum, the Duke's el | 
deſt Son, wherein he defir'd him to affure the 
King and Queen of his Fidelity.

great deal of Truth in what he thus upbraided 
Arch- Duke, and the Pucheſs of Chævrenſe in 
Huanders, to endeavour to find means to fap- - 
port their Party without the Parliament, which 
they ſaw had forfaken them. The Generals 
and thoſe thar were of their Faction, ſaid, 
They had not done it without the Conſent of 
ſome of their Body :; To which the Chief Pre- 
ſident,. fall of Courage and Zeal for the Peace 
of Framce, anſwer d boldly, Name them, and 
we'll proceed againſt them as Maitors.

The Finances were ſtill in the Hands of the 
Mareſchal 4e Meilleraye, tho the World had 
already made this Judgment of him, That he 
was a fitter Perſon to gain Conqueſts with his 
Sword, than to raiſe Money with his . Pen. 
Cardinal Richlieu, who was his Relation, had, 
in the time of his Power, given him fine Em- 
ploys; and as he had Courage and good Con- 
Ce eee with his Favour, he did, many 
brave Actions: but, as I have ſaid elſewhere, 
he was of a crabbed Temper, - and cholerick. 
He was not well {kill'd in Affairs of the Trea- 


ſury ; 
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ſury; and thoſe employ d in the Revenue us d 
to complain, and ſay, that the People being 
unruly, they endeavour d, under the Umbrage 
of the Revolt, to exempt themſelves from 
paying the Taxes, Im ts, and Subſidies ; 
aud that they wanted a Perſon who knew bet- 
ter how o make them pay: That it ſeem'd 
neceſſary for the King's Service, to take the 
Finances from him, and to put them into the 
Hands of one, that was more patient, more 
vigilant, more experienc'd, and more health- 
ful than he. For he was gouty ; and tho far 
from being what we call an old Man, his Bo- 
dy was more broken than ſome of Fourſcore : 
He had loſt the uſe of both his Hands and 
Feet, and was commonly dreſs d with- Plaiſ- 
ters all over his Body; but, for all this, he 
was an honeſt Man, a good Friend, and liv'd 
up to the Part of a great Nobleman. He bad 


| A pretty young Woman to his Wife, who was 


Dadghter to the Duke of Hriſſac: her Beau- 
ty conſiſted in her delicate Features, the Agree- 
ableneſs of her Manner, and ſine Shape: She 
was wiſe and prudent, but had too great a De- 
fire it ſhou'd be known ; and diſplay'd her 
pretended Virtue in a thouſand little Exter- 
mals, that wou'd have been a great blemiſh in 
any other; but were leſs blameable in her, be- 
cauſe ſhe temper'd them with that natural 
Agreeableneſs, which made her, in every 
View, appear amiable. She was fo afraid 
that the World wou'd believe ſhe did not 
love her Husband, becauſe of his Infirmities, 
that ſhe went about telling every body, ſhe 
believ'd no Man was exempt from bis In- 
5 | conve- 
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conveniencies ; aſſuring them, that ſhe thought 
him handſom and agreeable ; and when ſhe 
was abſent from him, ſhe endea vour d to per- 


ſuade, by her talk, that ſhe cou'd not be eaſy 


till ſhe ſaw him. "Tis not, indeed, a thing 
impoſhible, for a virtuous Woman to love a 
gouty fick Husband, if he be a Man of Me- 
nit and good Qualities, and one that loves her 
again; but her AﬀeQation was the Cauſe that 


thoſe who heard her did not believe her: and 


as ſolid Virtue ought to be fincere, and per- 
fectly natural, her Artifices commonly made 
People believe the very revetſe of what ſhe 
aim'd to eftabliſh. - She was a little concern d 
that her Husband was to quit the Finances, 
becauſe ſhe fear d ſhe ſhou'd be oblig'd. to 
leave the Court: For tho the Mareſchal de la 


Meilleraye was not diſgrac'd in parting, with 


them, yet his Lady judg'd that his Ailments 
wou'd often force him back to Bretagne, and 
that ſhe ſhou'd be oblig'd to follow him': but 
as ſhe had a good deal of Ambition, ſhe com- 
forted herſelf with this, that they did not 
propoſe to take them from him, without giv- 
Ka great ' Advantages in lieu of them. 
The Duke of Orleans and the Cardinal made 
him a Vifit, and both conſented to give him 
the Favours he wiſh'd: for. He deſir d to 
have à Place in the King's Council, together 
with the Reverſion of his. Governments, for 


an only Son that he had by his former Wiſe, 


and the Re verſion of the Place of great Maſ- 
ter of the Ordnance. This Affair was made 
a Secret foi ſome time ; but hen it came to 
be executed, we ſaw 4 Hemeny reſtor d to his 


former 
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former Poſt, with the Applauſe of his Friends, 
and in ſpite of the Hatred of his Enemies, 
who did all they could to hinder him ; but his 
Rivals found, at laſt, he gain'd a Conqueſt iſ 
over them: His Re- eſtabliſnment was very 
much to his own Satisfaction; for he bore his 
Diſgrace like one that was too much wedded 
to the World, and had little Love and Reſpect 
for him who is the Creator, and Sovereign 
Lord of all things. i pet 20 
The Prince of Conti was the firſt that went 
from Paris to ſalute the Queen: he was p 
ſented by Monſieur the Prince, and receiv d in 
full Council. After the uſual Compliments, 
Monſieur the Prince made him embrace the 
Cardinal, and kept their Converſation as warm 
as poſſible. The Prince of Conti did not go 
to fee him at his Houſe the firſt time, being 
willing to keep a Medium, as it were, be- 
tween the War and the Accommodation; and 
Monſieur the Prince made the Matter eaſy with 
the Queen. W n | FLY 
- Monfieur the King's Uncle preſented. the 
Duke of Elbeuf'; and the Prince of Conti (af 
ter he had anſwer'd for himſelf) preſented 
others in his Turn, ſuch as the Duke of Boy- 
illon, the Prince of Mar/illac, the Count 4e 
Maure, and many others. The- Queen re- 
ceiv'd them very coldly ; but the Cardinal, on 
the contrary, did not fail to act his uſual Part 
of Sweetneſs and Moderation, telling them 
himſelf, that he thought they had Wrong 
; done them, and that they were excuſable for 
having ſome Reſentment againſt him. 
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The ſame Day arriv'd at Paris the Ducheſs. 


W f Chevreuſe, who had Advice of the Peace 
ie rom her Friends. As ſhe had ſome ſhare in 
a We Publick Crimes, ſhe was willing to have 
me likewiſe in the general Pardon. ' She had 
7 Frocur'd for them the Protection of the Arch- 
4 oke, who had ſupported! Forces that were 
q Rebellion againſt the King z and twas but 
n uſt to reward her for her Trouble as well as all 


the reſt. As ſoon therefore as this Princeſs 
was come from Bruſſels to Paris, ſhe ſent to 
treat with the Miniſter, who according to his 
Cuſtom, did not repulſe her, and only ſtrove to 
mortify her by ſome little Delay. The Queen, 
by his Advice, deny'd the Duke of Chevreuſe, 
when he came to St. Germains, to requeſt leave 
for his Wife to live in Paris. She told him, 
Thar ſhe could not bear her in a.City full e- 
nough already of the Spirit of Rebellion; that 
ſhe had been-engag'd in a 27 Cabals a- 
gainſt her Service; and that fhe could not be 
Friends with her, nor ſatisſyd with ber Sub. 
miſſion, unleſs ſhe ſhew'd a ſincere Repentance 
for her late Conduct. This Prince, who tho 
deaf, and fourſcore Years old, yet had ſtill a 
good Preſence, was willing to be bound for his 
Wife's Fidelity: but the Queen made a Jeſt of 
that, as knowing very well that he could be no = 
good Security for her; and told him very plain- 3B 
ly, that he would not have much Power over : 
her, I was preſent at this Converſation, when 
he told the ern that Mademoiſelle 4e Cheu- 
reuſe, his Daughter, was grown very handſom, 
and had Eyes bright enough to ſet the whole 
World on Fire. At this the Queen * 
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72 Memoirs for the Hiſtory 
and exclaiming loudly, ſaid, That be had: 
great a Pa for Beauty, and that tus 
time for him to begin to love Heaven and Vir. 
zue. Mademoiſelle 4e Chevrenuſe was beautiful 
enough; ſhè had indeed very fine Eyes, a pret. 
ty Mouth, and well turn'd Features; but ſhe 
was lean, and had not a Complexion fair e- 
nough for a complete Bea 3. And doutbleſi, 
me was not much improv'd, after the time, 
that upon her Mother's Diſgrace they both 
leſt the Court; for tis ſeldom ſeen, that Year 
make any Improvement in Women that are 
paſs'd eighteen.

knowledge her for his Bene factreſs and Miſtreſs. 
But the Queen receiv'd all this with Con- 
tempt, and order d his Ambaſſador. to tell 
him, that ſhe never look'd upon him as het 
Servant, till he was a Friend to Cardinal Ma- 
zarine; that he was her Miniſter; and, her 
Pleafure was, that all ſuch as had any Obli ga- 
tion to her (as he certainly had) ſhould a& ac-

The Joy of the Peace was damp'd at that 
time by the Enemies laying Siege to the Town 
of Tyres. Gerſe was commanded to go with 
ſome Troops, and make the Marquis of Noul- 
laie lay down his Arms, who did all he could: 
to raiſe new Commotions in the Country; but- 
could not effect his Purpoſe. The. Havock:

At the ſame time, there was an Accommo- 


dation made for the Duke of Vendome, who

had not been at Court fince he had been re- 
mov'd to make way for the Cardinal. He 
made a good Uſe of theſe Diſorders, by ſhew- 
ing that he did not approve of his Son, the 
Duke of Seaufort's bold Proceedings; and 
how much he defir'd to become the Miniſter's 
Friend: As a Teſtimony whereof he propos d 
a Match between his Son the Duke of Mercenr, 
and Mademoiſelle e Mancini, the Cardinal's 
eldeft Niece ;' which Propoſition was not re- 
ected, becauſe it was advantageous to the 
Ainiſter, and might be very ſerviceable to the 
Duke, who defir'd a ſpeedy Execution of it, 
that he might the ſooner come into Favour. 
The Civil War, wherein the Cardinal was 
but badly treated, had ſour'd his 'Temper : 


he faw that Places and Alliances would make 


him more confiderable, and put him in'a Ca- 
pacity to defend himſelf alone, without conti- 
nually begging the Protection of the Duke of 
Orleans, and the Prince of Conde. By altering 
his Conduct, he began to attend more to his 
own Intereſt, than before; and the ill Offices 
his Enemies had done him, made him defire 
to become formidable to all ſuch as had either 
injur'd or terrify'd him. For theſe Reaſons, 
he treated the Duke of FYendome like his 


Friend, who was likewiſe receiv'd by the Queen 


with great Demonſtrations of Kindneſs. 
Mlionſieur the Prince was ſomewhat diſguſted 
with the Miniſter's Conduct, which his Ene- 
mies entirely decry'd : He had (as I faid be- 
fore) been preſs'd by his. Family to enter into 
their Defigns, in order to make himſelf the 


Chief Man at Court, inſtead of being (as wy 
08 WM. : al 
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ſaid he then was) no more than the Cardinal's 
Valet. The Ducheſs of Longueville made 
uſe of the Alliance that was going to be be- 
tween the Miniſter and the Duke of Vendome, 
to make Monficur the Prince hate that Union 
he had with him before : She told him, That 
it was a certain Sign, that he would no longer 


lock upon him as his heat par ſince 
he Teas entring into other Intereſts, and taking- 


to Court another Protection beſides his; and 
that *rwas reaſonable to think, that when the 
Duke of Vendome *ras once become the Cardi-- 


nal's Relation, he would have more Credit 


both with him, and the Queen, than any one 


elſe. Thefe Arguments, uſed by a Siſter whom

mance. 


The Queen left St. Germains on the 3 1ſt of- 


March, and went to Compiegne, there to give 
Ocders about ſome Matters which the old Ene---

Tho he was l- 
literate, and apt to ſtammer, yet as he had 
natural Parts, and a perfect K nowledg 
of the Genius of the Court, he had found out 
the Means, by his Intrigues in the Cabinet, 
more than any Afﬀiduity in the Army, to get 
ſſeſſion of fome of the fineſt Employs that 
1 to Gentlemen of the Sword; and tho 
he had as much Courage as another, yet he 
always chofe to fight his own particular Ene- 
mies, rather than thoſe of the Government. 
He was very much griev'd at the Loſs of that 
Place, becauſe it was a Government of ſome 
Value to him; but a Man with Spirit, Bold- 
neſs, and Good-luck, may go a great way. 
As an Inſtance of this Truth, this cunning 
Courtier, not many Years after, notwithſtand- 
* ing all theſe untucky Accidents, attain'd to the 
Dignity of a Mareſchal of France; which o- 
ther Officers, that thought they defery'd it 
more than he, ſaid he got more by his Jefts 
and agreeable Raillery, than by his great 
Actions. 

The Queen's ſtay at Compiegne ferv'd, in 
fome meaſure, to unbend her Mind from thoſe 
Affairs which had diſturb'd her Repoſe: The 
Foreſt and River, that are the Ornaments of 
that little City, made the Time pafs 4 
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ably, and afforded much Diverſion ta the King 
Mouſieur, who being both tos young to be 
concern d in the Diſorders of the Stare, had 
no other Thoughts, than to take Pleaſure 
wherever they could find it. 1 as 
ing this Interval of Diverſion, the Duke 


and Ducheſs of Vendoſme, who were very de- 


firous of this Alliance with the Miniſter, did“ 
all they could to prevail with the Duke of 

Beaufort, to conſent to the Duke of Aſerceurs 
Marriage-with; the eldeſt of the Mancinis; 
but he would not agree to it. They offer d 
him the Government of Auvergne to content 
him; but he refus' d it: And about that time 
(being return'd to Paris, and meeting him one 
day at the Houſe of the Ducheſs of: Nemours, 
his Siſter) he told me,; They banter'd him:

The People of Paris went to ſee the Duke, 


as he lay fick ; and the Croud was ſo great a- 


bout him, that at laſt they were forc'd to open 


all the Chamber-Doors, and to undraw the 
Curtains of his Bed, to ſhew him to the pub- 


lick View. This great Concourſe of People, 
and the Flattery ſome of his Friends beſtow'd 
upon him, put an end to all hopes of a Re-

The P nt e Maiſons. was the Perſon that 
made the openeſt Declaration of his Preten - 
ſions, and had the good Buck to meet with 
ſome Perſons that ſerv'd him ſubſtantially, and 
with great Application to his. Intereſt. The 
Matter was mention'd in Council, where the 
Cardinal ſeem'd to be for the Prefident ; tho 
at the ſame time he had defir'd Monſieur the 
King's Uncle to oppoſe him; and told the 
Prefident 4e Mai ſons afterwards, that he was 
very much concern'd to: ſee the Duke oppoſe. 
what he defird; and by this Fineſſe, he. 
thought both to ſatisfy the Preſident, and to 
hide from the World his Reſolution to reſtore

netrate into his real Intentions. We preſently.

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Nor did he only put himſelf upon the Deſen- | 
five, but went to attack thoſe that were by 
much. the Rrronger Party; and every one that 
ſaw this Action {poke very bandſomly of it, and 
ſaid he ſhew'd a great deal of Courage and 
Bravery on this Occaſion: Some Paſſes were 
made at him, and perhaps he had paid for all, 
if the Duke of Beaufort had not taken care to 
prevent the Miſchief. He only aim'd at 1 0 
and when he ſaw his Relation in danger, he 
threw himſelf among the Swords, and did all 
he could to hinder his being wounded, proteſt- 
ing that he did not mean him any harm, and. 
defiring him earneſtly not to meddle or make. 
The Duke of Candalle took no notice of theſe 
Civilities, but told him aloud, That he could 
not intereſt himſelf too much in it, ſince be had 
ſo little regard for him as to fall upon them all 
regether. During this Dialogue, the Story 
goes, that Gerſe was roughly uſed by the Pages 
and Footmen, and that he got out of the Croud 
as well as he could. The Commander Je 
Jars, and Ruvigni, who were reſpected by the 
Aſſailants, were got among them, blaming the 
Action; and demanding of the Perſons of Qua- 
lity that came along with the Duke of Veau- 
fort, to tell them the Reaſon of the Inſult, 
they themſelves ſaid, That they could not 
juſtify it, and being an hundred 16 one, pre- 
tended to no Glory from it: and ſo every one 
endea vourd to prevent any farther Tumult. 
Gerſe, they knew, was the only Perſon the 
Duke aim'd at ; and therefore they took no 
notice how he was uſed, but treated all the 
reſt with great Civility. Le Fretoir, firſt Gen- 
EEE MD tleman⸗ 
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:tleman-Ufher to the Ducheſs of Orleans, got 


by chance, as did the Duke of Canlaile, 
Sword from one of his Footmen, and was go- 
ing to make uſe of it, when the Duke of Ven · 


Port, who had none, came to him and told 
him, that he had no Deſign upon him, and 


bid him be eafy : But when he ſaw that this 
Declaration would not pacify the Gentleman, 
he faid to him, Tow ought to be ſatisfy'd when 
1 8 ngt you that I aim at: and as he 
paſs' d by him, he wreſted his Sword out of his 
Hand. The Duke, who indeed intended the 
Affront againſt only one Perſon, and who, for 
that Reaſon did all he cou'd to ſtop the Dif- 
order, went from the Terras-Walk into the 
Parterre, where St. Germain iI Achon, who 
was a Frondeur, having heard how loudly le Fre- 


roir complain'd of his Sword being taken from 


him, ad vis d the Duke to fend it again, which 
he readily did, and commanded one of his 
Servants to carry it. Le Fretoir, when he 
took it, told the Meſſenger who brought it, 
That that ſhould not ſatisfy him, and that 
it muſt be taken from him again in a hand- 
ſomer manner. The“ brave Fellow that was 
ſent with it, told him inſtantly, That there 
would be no difficulty in that; and that, if 
he deſir d it, they ound that Moment make a 
Trial. But le Fretoir anſwer'd very coldly, 
. That he knew beter Things. 7 
When this Adventure was over, every one 
went their way: The Duke of Beaufort 
thought be had done an heroick Action, and 
his Friends were ſatisfy'd in having done him 
this Service; but the other Party, 3 
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been affronted, were highly provok'd againitt 
the Duke, and very — eh 'to be —— | 
The Duke of Candalle in particular, went 
next wy to: the Wood of Boulogne, from 
whence- he ſent St. Megrin, who was a Maga- 
rinian, with a Challenge to the Duke of 
Beaufort. He anſwer'd, That he woulu not 
fight with his Couſin- German; but intenuod 
to make him all the Sati faction pofſuble, and 
that if he did not do it, he might drau upon 
him in the Street, and then he would endet-- 
vour to defend himfelf. St. Megrin told him, 
That fuch a Prupuſition was impratticable ; 
for conſidering what an Interrſt he had in ibo 
People's Affections, to fight in the Streets 
world be more like going to gn Execution than 
Duel; and therefore he ſuppos d that ſuch 
un Offer could not be accepted. e 
After this Challenge, which the Duke of 
Candalle ſent to the Duke of e ae the latter 
expected for ſeveral days to be ſet upon out of 
the Street, i. e. at the Ring, or publick Walk; 
and therefore he took care, whenever he ap- 
pear d there, to be attended with a good Train 
or his Friends, beſides Led- Horſes, and a great 
Quantity of Swords and Piſtols. All this Pre- 
8 of War ſeem'd to portend a mighty 
ombat; but it never happen'd: The whole 
„ Wl froceeding, indeed, look d more like Don 
Quixot's Exploits againſt the Wind-Mills, 
e chan the Quarrel of valiant Men, ſuch as the 
Duke and his Friends, as well as the Party he 
d offended, moſt certainly were; for almoſt any 
n one of them wou'd, if there had been occa- 
ck foo, have beat twelve Knights-Errant. Te

| Mareſchals of France did all they cou'd to 
make up this Matter ; but the Duke of Can- 
dalle wou'd not give his Word and Promiſe, and 
ſome others kept out of the way, to avoid be- 
ing compell'd to give theirs. At laſt the Duke 
of Metz, Uncle to the Duke of Candalle by 
his Mother's fide, and Baſtard Son to Henry 
the Great, took ſo much pains to prevent an 
Miſchief, that he prevail d on the Duke 4.

The Queen was concern'd at the Receipt of 
this News : She wrote immediately to the 
Chancellor, to take an Information of this 
Action, as if it had been an Aſſaſſination;

of the Prince of Mar/{llac, who had his Share

fore to be manag'd ; but for all this fair Ap-- 
promens of Things, it was believ'd that both. 
e and the Prince of Conti were to be arreſted. . 
The Ducheſs. of Zongueville. and the whole 
Cabal, had fome Apprehenſions of it; but the 
Queen was not in a Condition to firike ſuch: 
bold Strokes, therefore ſhe reſolv'd to conceaF 
her Hatred, and treat them with Civility... 
The Prince of Conti was not a whit the more 
tractable; he never viſited the Miniſter, and: 
had the Hardineſs to approve of this Action of 
the Duke of Beaufort's, and to ſpeak openly, 
even in the Queen's Preſence, that he offef d 
him his Service. upon that Occaſion. And:

220 a great and generous Soul, to fhew ſome 
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. this he did, not out of any love he had for the 
Duke, but merely becauſe it was then a fign 


Oppoſition to the Queen's Sentiments and In- 
tereſts; and accounted Virtue and Courage, 
to do ſomething to preſerve a Reputation a- 
mong the Malecontents and Revolters, whoſe 
Number was indeed fo great, that to be one

As much as I abhor Flattery, and the uſual 
Servility of thoſe who approach Kings, and 
corrupt and ruin them by their witked Ways, 
vet I cannot but be an Enemy to the falſe 
Reaſonings offuth as think that it is a Love of 
3 in them, that makes them always 
blaming the Actions of their Sovereigns, and 
bating ſuch Perſons as they eſteem: We owe 
Obedience to our Kings, and to thoſe that 
rule in their ſtead; St. Paul orders Chriſtians 
to be ſubjełt to the Powers, and tells us, that 
all Power is frem above. So long as we re- 
fuſe to obey them in Things that are contrary 
to the Laws of God and the Rules of Honeſty, 
fo long as we don't flatter them in their irre- 
oular Paſſions, nor ſuffer ourſelves to be drawn 
afide by their unjuſt Actions, if they are guilty 
of any; ſo long are we in the true Way of Vir- 
tue and Generoſity; and we deceive ourſelves, 
if to raiſe a Name, we go about to diſhonour 
them. Their Miniſters, whom we cenſure with 
ſo much freedom, ought to be look'd upon as 
our Neighbours, whom the Goſpel requires us 
to love: The Reſpect we owe to our lawful 
Maſters obliges us to have the like for them, 
| nor 
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not can this Duty be diſpens'd with: but the: 
generality of Men imagine that it. is honour- 
able to be of another Opinion, and when they- 
would ſeem to act with the beſt and moſt up- 
right Intentions, tis generally thro falſe Vir-- 
tues that they affect to follow, and Paſſion or- 
Intereſt are ſometimes the Cauſe of their moſt 
illuſtrious Actions. So true it is, that even in. 
Perſons of the greateſt Wiſdom, there is al- 
ways. a ſhameful Mixture of Evil with the:

Our Army, being half-paid about the 2 7th

be gon they were order'd by the Minif 
beſiege Cambray ;. and in a ſhort time the Cir— 
cumvallations were finiſh'd, en the Payment of 
Twenty Thouſand Crowns to the Soldiers, at 
the rate of Halt. a- Crown a Yard... This was a. 
great and worthy Deſign to be put in practice 
at ſo bad a Time: it was eneugh to let the 
Frondeurs lee, that the Miniſter was capable 
of yet greater Enterprizes, and that he who 
oppos d ſo many Enemies with Mildfieſs and* 
Peace, cou'd when there was a Neceſſity, wage 
War with Boldneſs enough; and that tho they 
thought him ſo weak, he was à Perſon to be- 
fear d, and not eaſy to be baniſh'd.

Place. But as ill Luck wou'd have it, while 
ſhe was full of ſuch Hopes, ſhe receiv'd a 
Courier from the General with News, That 
the Germans, commanded by Elac, had let 
the Enemy paſs thro their Quarters ; that the 
Place was reliev'd, and the Siege rais'd.* This 
bad News gave the Queen as much Grief as 
it gave to her Enemies Joy; and her Miniſter, 
contrary to Cuſtom, ſeem'd viſibly concern'&in 
it. The German Troops had ſerv'd the King 
very well, fince the time they left Monfieur 
de Turenne ; but they had committed ſo ma- 


ny Sacrileges, and done ſo much Miſchief, 


that the Catholicks had no Reaſon to value 
their Aſſiſtance; and God, on this Occafion, 
let us ſee that he was willing to avenge their 
Impieties us, thro them.

Danger. The Day being come, and the Ar 
my having Orders to defend themſelves, the 
Enemy paſs d thro a Barrier on Eylac's Quar- 
ter of the Town, which was kept. open for- 
the Convenience of Foraging, without once: 
firing a Musket, and without the. leaſt Noiſe: 
or Oppoſition, They went in crying, Erlac, 
Erlac, . to what Number. they pleas'd, and* 
without any other part of the. Army's know- 
ing any thing of it. The Soldiers that were 
in the Town. while the Archduke's Troops 
were executing their Defign, made a Salley- 
upon Villiquier's Quarters: with great Vigour-z; - 
and as he was defending himſelf, the Germans;

ance. This was the only. Reaſon they gave 
to Count 4 Harcourt, when be complain'd of · 
the Misfortune that had befallen them; Thep- 
thought they had done well, they ſaid, in go- 
ug . thither.

Chovreuſe who was his Friend, aſſur d him of 
her good Intentions; ſo that be thought he 
might bring the King to Paris in ſpite of the 
Frondeurs. As for the other Revolters (as I 
ſaid before) they ſubſiſted only upon the Doubt 
there was, whether he wou'd return or no.

bandmen groan'd : But it was impoſſible to 
conceive the Cauſe of their. Sufferings, con- 
fidering the great Abatements that had been 
made in their Favour. It can be imputed to 
nothing elſe but the Diſorder that the falſe 
Reformation of ſome Revolters had brought 
among them. The King's Houſhold was in 
a more pitiful Condition Fill, it was but poor- 
ly maintain'd, his Table was often out of order; 
one part of the Crown-Jewels were in Pawn ; 
his 3 were unpaid, and his Soldiers tho 
they were faithful to him, yet for want of Pa. 
could not fight ; the great and leſſer Ot- 
| ficers having no Wages wou'd ſerve no longer; 
and the Pages of the Bedchamber were ſent 
home to their Relations, becauſe the firſt 
Gentlemen of the Bedchamber had not 2

withal to maintain them. This Monarchy, in 
ſhort, which was ſo great and wealthy, whoſe 
Sovereign has now a Court that is the Admi- 
ation of the World, was then in a ſhort time 
reduc'd to great Miſery ; and by conſequence 
one may ſay, That all thoſe Benefits which are 
fo admired, and which appear to us to be ſo 
deſerving of our Eſteem, are not eſſentially

'The King of England, after he had been 
recogniz'd here as King, came out of Holland to 
France, to viſit his Mother, whom he had not 
ſeen ſince their Misfortune; he lodg'd at 

St. Germains, (which the Queen had ſent to 

the Duke of Vendoſine at Peronne to offer 

him, as-long as he ſhou'd pleaſe to continue 
in France) which he very gladly. accepted, 
becauſe in his preſent Condition of double 
Mourning, for the tragical Loſs of his Father and 
his Kingdom too, he had no great deſire to be 
at Paris.

Germains, 
but was little frequented by the French, for 
. fearce any went to viſit either the Queen of 
England or the King her Son; what made up 
their Court were ſome great Eugliſh Lords, 
that had follow'd the Fate of their Prince: 
No wonder their Court was ſo deſolate, for 
being under Misfortunes, they had no Favours 
to beſtow; and tho they had Crowns, yet they 
had no Power to raiſe Men to Dignities, or do 
them any good. When Riches, Honours, and 
SGrandure were in their Poſſeſſion, their Train 
was great, and Crouds attended their Perſons: 
This unhappy. Queen had formerly Joy, Trea-

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heard the Ducheſs of Cheureuſe, and many 
others, that had ſeen her in her Splendor, ſay, 
T hat our Court aas not then fo fine as hers. 
But her Joy was now turn'd into Deſpair, and 
eber {former Riches made her preſent Poverty 
nt the heavier upon her Heart. It is the Will 
of God, that the Great as well as the Little 


ones of this World, ſhou'd feel the Calamities of 
Life; and it was a Saying of wiſe Seneca, 7 hat

Changes, and that the Duration of Things is 
ſuſtain'd by their Contraries. This Diverſity 
is the Beauty of the Univerſe; and if the 
Grandure of Kings was not . ſubje& to the 
Shocks of Fortune, they would be more than:

This he did on purpoſe to favour 
the Frondeurs, who in the Article of the 
Princes Impriſonment, were of the ſame Qpi- 
nion with the Cardinal; and thoſe who were 
of Brouſſe!'s: Party, added this to his Opini- 
on, dis. To make choice. of ſuch of their 
Body as wou'd be moſt agreeable to the 
Queen. The Prefident 4e Bailleul was named 
for their Chief, an honeſt Man, and much 
oblig'd to the Queen for the Fa vour he had re- 
ceived from her ; and he conſequently cou d 
ſay nothing to her but what wou'd comport 
with his Duty.
